12 -year-old, teased about

MERIDEN, CONN. | A woman was convicted 
Monday of contributing to the suicide of her 
12 -year- old son, who hanged himself in his 
closet with a necktie after being picked on at 
school over his bad breath and body odor. 

Judith Scruggs, 52, was found guilty of 
one count of risk of injury to a minor for cre- 
ating a filthy home that prosecutors said pre- 
vented J. Daniel Scruggs from improving his 


hygiene. She faces up to 10 years in prison 
when she is sentenced next month. 

Legal experts said the 
case may mark the first 
time a parent has been 
convicted of contributing 
to a child’s suicide. 

Prosecutors’ evidence 
showed there was barely 
room to move around her 
home because of the debris 
that littered the floor. The bathroom was 
dirty and covered with clothes, (ap) 


Last Push 
For Recall 
Hopefuls 

Schwarzenegger, Davis pull 
out stops on eve of election 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | Arnold Schwarzenegger 
tried to maintain his momentum amid sex- 
ual-misconduct allegations and Gov. Gray 
Davis made a last-minute plea to keep his job 
Monday as candidates in California’s recall 
election barnstormed the state. 

Looming over the day’s events were the 
past week’s allegations by 16 women who 
claim Schwarzenegger groped them and 
sometimes made crude comments. 

Schwarzenegger 
ignored the allegations 
during a campaign appear- 
ance in San Jose, where he 
was introduced by his wife 
of 17 years, Maria Shriver, 
who called the actor an 
“example of a great pub- 
lic servant” and greeted 
him with a kiss. 

The Republican then launched into a 10- 
minute speech accusing Davis of being among 
the politicians who only know how to “spend, 
spend, spend” and “tax, tax tax.” 

At an event in San Francisco, Davis was 
greeted by some 2,500 firefighters, mostly 
clad in navy blue “No Recall” T-shirts, who 
marched in opposition to the recall. 

“If you give me the chance to finish my 
term, I will do it with all the passion, all 
the humanity I can muster because my 
goal is to make your life better,” Davis said.

City Votes on Transit Plan 

A population boom and an estimat- 
ed 40 million visitors a year have 
overwhelmed Orlando area roads 
and left drivers so frustrated they’re 
ready to approve a sales tax hike to 
ease the congestion. 

A proposed half-cent sales 
increase on Tuesday’s ballot in 
Orange County would raise about 
$2.6 billion over the next 20 years 
to finance a sweeping transporta- 
tion plan. The plan calls for wid- 
ening Interstate 4, synchroniz- 
ing traffic lights and beginning 
to develop a light-rail system, (ap) 

PHILADELPHIA 

Cancer Myth Could Keep 
Patients Away, Study Says 

Thirty-eight percent of cancer 
patients in five urban clinics believed 
the myth that the disease spreads 
when exposed to air during surgery 
according to a survey. 

Doctors administered a volun- 
tary and anonymous questionnaire 
to 626 patients at Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles and Charleston, S.C., clin- 
ics specializing in lung diseases and 
lung tumors. The questionnaire was 
given at five urban outpatient facili- 
ties between 1999 and 2000. The 
study appears in Tuesday’s Annals 
of Internal Medicine, (ap) 

CHICAGO 

Trash Piles Up as Garbage 
Workers’ Strike Continues 

Rats and other vermin scuttled 
through overflowing trash bins 
Monday as thousands of garbage 
haulers stayed off the job for a 
sixth day in a contract dispute. 
Negotiations were scheduled to 
resume Tuesday. 

Some 3,300 Teamsters who 
handle garbage for private waste 
haulers in the suburbs and Chicago’s 
high-rise dwellings rejected an offer 
Sunday by the Chicago Area Refuse 
Haulers Association. 

Both sides are divided over 
wages, benefits and contract 
length. (AP)

WASHINGTON | The White House, 
facing setbacks and growing casual- 
ties in Iraq, is asserting a larger role 
in overseeing reconstruction efforts 
and the tens of billions of dollars 
being spent by the United States. 

The move is intended to “cut 
through some of the bureaucracy 
and the red tape” in Washington and 
accelerate the work in Iraq, presi- 
dential spokesman Scott McClellan 
said Monday. 

A classified memo distribut- 
ed last week established the Iraq 
Stabilization Group within the White 
House under Condoleezza Rice, the 


national security adviser to President 
George W. Bush. Officials said cre- 
ation of the group would give Rice 
authority to spur the bureaucracy 
and put more accountability in the 
White House. 

“Condi’s job, and Condi’s team is 
going to make sure that the efforts 
are continued to be coordinated so 
that we continue to make prog- 
ress,” Bush said at a news confer- 
ence with the president of Kenya, 
Mwai Kibaki. 


Assault allegations 
continue to hound 
Schwarzenegger 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | California 
Gov. Gray Davis, actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and other candi- 
dates campaigned for a final day 
Monday, each trying to eke out a vic- 
tory in what has become an increas- 
ingly tight gubernatorial recall. 

In Tuesday’s election, a two- 
part ballot will ask Californians 
whether Davis should be recalled. 
It will then ask them to choose 
from among 135 candidates vying 
to replace him. 

Davis has labeled the recall 
effort a Republican power grab 
and blamed many of the state’s 
problems — including a one-time 
$38 billion budget deficit that would 
have led to state tax increases — on 
the national economy. 

Schwarzenegger addressed accu- 
sations that he sexually harassed 
women in the past briefly during 
a phone interview with conserva- 
tive talk show host Sean Hannity 
when he complained that his oppo- 
nents were “throwing everything at 
me plus the kitchen sink.” He also 
accused Davis of sending “surro-

The move comes as many

gate women” out onto the campaign 
trail to find other women who would 
lodge complaints against him. 

Davis, who has repeatedly 
denied being involved in the alle- 
gations, said Schwarzenegger had 
only himself to blame, adding he 
believes the actor’s accusers. 

“It’s frankly hard for me to 
believe that any of them are lying,” 
Davis said. 

At a campaign appearance 
in East Los Angeles, Lt. Gov. 
Cruz Bustamante said his inter- 
nal polls show him closing on 
Schwarzenegger in the race to 
replace Davis if the governor is 
recalled Tuesday. 

The Schwarzenegger cam- 
paign said its polls show the actor 
still running ahead of Bustamante 
although his support is softening 
somewhat. 

Republican state Sen. Tom 
McClintock, who has been pres- 
sured by Republican leaders to drop 
out of the race so he wouldn’t split 
the vote with Schwarzenegger, said 
he was skeptical of the complaints, 
particularly because they came dur- 
ing the campaign’s 11th hour. But 
he also indicated they were boost- 
ing his standing among voters.

Bush Rejects

WASHINGTON | President Bush, 
under pressure from Democrats 
to name a special prosecutor, said 
Monday he is confident the Justice 
Department can thoroughly inves- 
tigate the leak of an undercover CIA 
officer’s identity. 

Bush, who called the leak a 
“criminal matter,” said he did not 
know who leaked the information. 
“You hear all kinds of rumors,” he 
said.

Magicians’ Show Shelved After Mauling 


Murder conviction will 
stand for drug addict 
with stillborn child 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
refused Monday to consider the case 
of a woman sentenced to 12 years in 
prison for murder after drugs were 
found in the system of her stillborn 
daughter. 

Regina McKnight was convicted 
under South Carolina’s homicide by 
child abuse law for the 1999 death. 
Her lawyers say she is the first 
woman convicted of homicide for 
suffering a stillbirth. 

The case would have brought the 
court into a legal and constitutional 
debate over fetal rights. The court’s 
answer would have had implications 
for the related fight over legalized 
abortion. 

The South Carolina Supreme 
Court upheld the conviction and 
sentence earlier this year, ruling 
that the punishment was not too 


harsh because McKnight should 
have known taking cocaine could 
harm her baby. 

Monday’s action by the U.S. 
Supreme Court means that ruling 
stands, and McKnight will remain 
in prison. 

McKnight’s lawyers argue there is 
no proof her cocaine use caused the 
child’s death, anne gearan (ap)

DALLAS I Episcopal Church conser- 
vatives decided last spring to call a 
strategy meeting where they expect- 
ed a few hundred people to voice 
concern about the faith’s increas- 
ing acceptance of gay relationships. 

Now their gathering, which 
opens Tuesday, has mushroomed 
into a huge protest rally with 2,600 
Episcopal clergy and lay members 
from every state. 

Two actions the denomination 
took at its midsummer convention 
in Minneapolis have conservatives 
angry enough to consider breaking 
with the church: the confirmation 
of a bishop living with a gay partner, 
and a vote to recognize — though 
not endorse or condemn — the 
fact that bishops are allowing 
blessing ceremonies for same-sex 
couples. 

The Episcopal Church won’t 
be splitting apart this week, but 
the meeting could begin such a

Bush Gingerly Backs 
Israel on Strike in Syria 


Turks Draw Closer 
To Sending Troops 


WASHINGTON I President George 
W. Bush declined to criticize Israel 
Monday for its air strike deep inside 
Syria, saying Israel “has got a right 
to defend herself.” 

But Bush also said he had cau- 
tioned Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon to try to avoid escalating 
tensions in the region. 

Bush decried the “needless mur- 
der” of 19 people in a suicide attack 
by a Palestinian militant group in 
Israel on Saturday that led to the 
Israeli attack on a suspected ter- 
rorist camp in Syria. 

Bush said that the Palestinian 
Authority must do more to fight 


NATO Seeks U.N. 
Consent to Expand 
Afghan Mission 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I NATO asked 
the United Nations Monday for per- 
mission to send thousands more 
troops to Afghanistan. 

NATO has 5,500 troops in 
Afghanistan under a U.N. man- 
date to maintain order in Kabul. 
The Afghan government wants the 
alliance to expand to other major 
cities beyond the capital. 

NATO has begun planning for a 
larger mission, but has not yet made 
a final decision. A NATO official 
who asked not to be identified said 
the alliance has “formalized the 
political will to go ahead.” (ap)

Vote in Parliament on 
sending forees to Iraq 
expected soon 

ANKARA, TURKEY | Turkey’s gov- 
ernment agreed Monday to ask 
Parliament to send soldiers to Iraq, 
a move that could ease the burden 
of U.S. operations there. 

The government submitted a 
motion Monday to parliament that 
would authorize the deployment. 
Government spokesman Cemil 
Cicek said a parliamentary vote 
could come as early as Tuesday, and 
the government expected the law- 
makers to approve the motion. 

Most Turks oppose sending 
troops to Iraq, however, and get- 
ting parliament’s blessing could 
be difficult. Parliament rejected 
a government request last March 
to allow U.S. troops to station in 
Turkey ahead of the Iraq war, 
straining relations between the 
two countries.

Taylor Can Dispute 
War-Crimes Case 

FREETOWN, SIERRA LEONE | Sierra 
Leone’s U.N. -backed war- crimes 
court said Monday it had agreed 
to hear ousted Liberian President 
Charles Taylor’s argument of immu- 
nity from war- crimes prosecution. 

Lawyers for Taylor have told the 
court they will argue Taylor’s 2002 
indictment was invalid because 


of his party Tuesday and lobby for 
support.

Hardline Politician 
Killed in Pakistan 


Tariq had many foes 
as head of group 
banned by Musharraf 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Inabrazen 
daylight attack, gunmen assassinat- 
ed a hardline Sunni Muslim politi- 
cian and four other people Monday, 
spraying their car with automatic 
weapon-fire before fleeing. 

The motive was not immediately 
known, but Maulana Azam Tariq 
had made many enemies as head 
of the outlawed Sipah-e-Sahaba 
group, blamed for the killings of 
hundreds of Shiite Muslims. 

There were fears the killing could 
spark a wave of violence in a country 
that has seen all too much of it in 
recent years. In the southern port 
city of Karachi, police tightened 
security, especially around churches 


and Shiite Muslim mosques. 

Tariq, a fiery politician in his 
mid- 40s, was detained by Pakistan 
at the start of the U.S. -led military 
operation in Afghanistan to prevent 
him from leading pro -Taliban ral- 
lies. But he won a seat in Parliament 
from behind bars in October 2002, 
and was released shortly afterward 
when a court ruled the government 
had not produced enough evidence 
to hold him. 

Although Tariq denied support- 
ing armed struggle, Sipah-e-Sahaba 
was blamed by police for more than 
400 killings in sectarian violence 
in recent years. The group also has 
strong ties to Afghanistan’s former 
Taliban leaders, and was one of five 
organizations outlawed by President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf as he sought 
to purge the country of extremism

U.S. Criticizes 
Chechnya Election 

WASHINGTON I The United States 
on Monday criticized the elections 
in Chechnya as a “missed opportu- 
nity” by Russia to ensure that bal- 
loting in the war-torn region was 
fair and credible. 

Muslim cleric Akhmad Kaydrov, 
acting president of Chechnya and 
the choice of the Kremlin, was 
named the winner of Monday’s 
presidential vote. He received 81.1 
percent of the vote with more than 
77 percent of votes counted. 

State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher said the United 
States doubts that the election 
meets international standards, not- 
ing that “all viable challengers” to 
Kadyrov left the race and Chechen 
media was under the “overt control” 
of pro -Kadyrov forces. 

“We’re disappointed by this 
missed opportunity,” Boucher 
said.

Md., Va. will go before 
U.S. Supreme Court 
in water-rights case 

COLLEGE PARK, MD. I A water 
rights dispute between Maryland 
and Virginia goes before the U.S. 
Supreme Court on Tuesday in a 
case that could settle a centuries- 
old fight over use of the Potomac 
River. 

The court will hear oral argu- 
ments about a Virginia county’s 
attempt to extend a water intake 
pipe despite objections by Maryland, 
which owns the Potomac. 

At issue is how far Maryland’s 


regulatory authority extends over 
the river and whether Virginia even 
needed permission from its neigh- 
bor to build the pipe. 

Maryland asserts its ownership 
is clear and that Virginia has acqui- 
esced to Maryland’s authority for 
nearly 100 years. 

Virginia claims the language 
of a 1785 compact and a later 1877 
agreement allow the state to use 
the river without approval from 
Maryland. 

Its case was bolstered last year 
by a special master appointed by 
the Supreme Court, who ruled that 
framers of the agreements did not 
intend to hand absolute authority to

Court Says ISPs 
Can Use Cables 


Panel rules FCC erred 
in calling Internet an 
‘information service’ 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. | An appeals court 
ruled that Internet providers should 
be allowed to provide service over 
the cable television system, reversing 
an earlier Federal Communications 
Commission ruling that critics said 
granted cable companies monop- 
oly control. 

In an opinion issued Monday, a 
three-judge panel of the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco said the FCC made a mis- 
take when it classified high-speed 
Internet over the cable system as 
just an “information service.” 


The judges, basing their ruling 
on a decision in an earlier case, 
said cable -based broadband also 
is a “telecommunications ser- 
vice,” which would make it subject 
to the same rules that the phone 
companies must adhere to — such 
as allowing access to competitive 
providers. 

The FCC voted in March 2002 to 
exempt cable companies from laws 
that force phone companies to open 
their lines to competition. 

At the time, officials said the 
move was necessary to spur more 
investment in high-speed Internet 
services. 

Cable companies have invested 
billions of dollars in upgrading their 


Tiger Attack Has 
Mirage at a Loss 

LAS VEGAS I The Mirage hotel-casino 
lost one of its biggest money-making 
shows when a 600 -pound white tiger 
nearly killed Roy Horn of “Siegfried 
and Roy” Friday. Now the resort has 
to figure a way to plug an annual 
revenue hole estimated in the tens 
of millions of dollars. 

With the long-running “Siegfried 
and Roy” show closed indefinitely, 
company executives will try to find 
a profitable replacement fast, but 
it won’t be easy. The duo put on 
what was arguably the most suc- 
cessful show in Las Vegas history, 
said John Mulkey, a Bear Stearns 
gambling analyst. 

The show generated about $44 
million in annual revenue and 
attracted nearly 400,000 people 
a year, according to USB Warburg. 
The show employed more than 250

by lower courts to ensure it is not 
unconstitutionally excessive, justices 
said. The court’s action was encour- 
aging for businesses, which hope a 
Supreme Court ruling earlier this 
year will lead to reductions in large 
punitive damage verdicts. It was the 
second victory for Philip Morris in 
its battles with the family of Jesse D. 
Williams, who accused the company 
of concealing information about the

DULUTH, GA. | Atlanta Thrashers 
All-Star Dany Heatley was charged 
with vehicular homicide Monday, 
a day after the death of teammate 
Dan Snyder, who was fatally injured 
when Heatley ’s sports car ran off 
a road.

Spurrier Blames

Redskins lead NFL

PRO FOOTBALL | With the 
Washington Redskins still firm- 
ly on pace to shatter the NFL sin- 
gle season record for penalties, an 
otherwise exasperated coach Steve 
Spurrier made one point perfectly 
clear: Don’t blame the audibles.

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Erykah Badu couldn’t make a dull album, so she made a perfect EP 


MUSIC I One thing hasn’t changed 
since Erykah Badu first grooved 
into crossover success in 1997: 
The singer/songwriter does things 
her way. 

That includes musical mes- 
sages pulsating throughout her 
fourth project, the EP “Worldwide 
Underground,” released Sept. 16 on 
Motown/Universal. So why just an 
EP? 

“I wanted to do something 
brave,” Badu says. “I just didn’t 
have enough songs at the time we 
started recording. So I grabbed 
five songs from my tour to put out 
a quick EP.” 

The outing to which Badu refers 
is her national Frustrated Artist 
Tour 2003 A.D., staged earlier 
this year. 

“I came up with the Frustrated 
Artist Tour in order to come up with 
the right material,” Badu says. “I 
had a block.” 

The result is a 10 -track project 
with a mix-tape vibe inspired by 
— and dedicated to — that tour’s

audiences. The grab -bag of sound 
seamlessly winds its way from ’70s 
R&B/soul and hip-hop to jazz and 
back again. 

“The songs and how they connect 
is important,” Badu adds. “I want 
people to listen from beginning to 
end — to feel the whole movement.” 
Or, as she exhorts on the liner credits 
for opening track “Bump It”: “Music 
and the art of producing it is a sen- 
sational & sensual relationship. 
Experience the experiment!” 

Reminiscent of the bass -driven 
R&B that pumps Badu’s multi-plati- 
num debut, “Baduizm,” “Worldwide 
Underground” also draws from the 
artist’s hip-hop and jazz influenc- 
es. The Donald Byrd-inspired 
“Think Twice” features trumpet- 
er Roy Hargrove; Dead Prez slides 
in with its self-penned “Steady on 
the Grind” and Lenny Kravitz elec- 
trifies “Back in the Day.” 

Joining her on bonus track “Love 
of My Life Worldwide” — a nod to 
Sugarhill Records’ female rap trio 
Sequence — are Queen Latifah, 
Bahamadia and ex-Sequence mem- 
ber Angie Stone (Angie B.). 

During a year that has witnessed 
Badu winning Grammy, BET and 
Soul Train Lady of Soul awards for 
her work with Common on “Love 
of My Life (An Ode to Hip Hop),” it 
still comes down to just one thing 
for the artist: the music. 

“I’m always working on music 
in different ways,” she says when 
asked about future projects. “I’m 
just continuing to perfect my art,

Cover Your Ears 


H E A R I N G I Years of exposure to loud 
concerts, cranked-up stereos, blar- 
ing headphones and other environ- 
mental noises could be leading to an 
old age filled with silence, experts 
say. Unlike their parents and grand- 
parents, who typically developed 
age-related hearing loss in their 
60s, baby boomers are experienc- 
ing the condition in their 40s and 
50s, according to the National 
Council on Aging. 

“Leaf blowers, snow blowers, 
power equipment, motorcycles 
and industrial noise can all con- 
tribute to high-frequency hearing 
loss,” says Dr. Gerald Leonard, chief 
of otolaryngology at the University 
of Connecticut Health Center in 
Farmington. “But you can’t ignore 
the impact on hearing from repeat- 
ed exposure to loud music. The lev- 
els at concerts, which are often 100 
decibels and more, can over time 
cause permanent damage.” 

Music is one industry in which 
technology has outpaced the body’s 


ability to cope, says Kathy Peck, co- 
founder of Hearing Education and 
Awareness for Rockers, or HEAR, a 
California-based nonprofit organi- 
zation dedicated to raising aware- 
ness among musicians, technicians 
and fans of the dangers of repeat- 
ed exposure to loud music. Peck, a 
former bass player and singer for 
the San Francisco rock band the 
Contractions, developed hearing 
loss from repeated exposure to 
excessive noise. 

According to Leonard, hearing 
loss sometimes comes on so gradu- 
ally that others may notice before 
you do. Symptoms can include a 
ringing or buzzing in your ears, 
sensitivity to loud noises and dif- 
ficulty hearing others when there 
is background noise. Other signs 
are if people around you sound like 
they’re mumbling, if you always 
need to turn the volume on the 
television or radio higher, or if you 
hear better with one ear or the other.

HEARING AIDS 

The nonprofit organization Hearing Education and Awareness for Rockers 
offers the following steps that music lovers of all ages can take to prevent 
premature hearing damage: 


Pay attention to noise levels. 

Never sit or dance in front of 
concert speakers. 

Useear plugs. (Wad ded-up 
tissues or cotton balls provide 
no protection.) 

Don’ttry to talk to someone 
while loud music is playing — 
you can damage hearing by 
shouting intheear. 
Duringconcerts, take 30-minute 


breaks to move to an area where 
sound levels are lower. 

Pass up alcoholic beverages, 
since drinking lowers your sense 
of pain from excessive noise. 
When listening to music at home 
or intheear, turn down the vol- 
ume. 

Giveyour ears a rest for 24 hours 
after exposure to dangerous lev- 
els of noise.

PCs With Ta ent 


New machines stand 
in for the DVD player, 
the stereo and more 

M U LT I M E D I A I Daniel Sterling rarely 
uses his computer for computing. 

Sterling depends on his Hewlett- 
Packard Co. Media Center Edition 
PC to record television shows, man- 
age music playlists and organize 
digital photos. Hooked to a 53- 
inch projection TV, Sterling’s PC 
effectively replaced his VCR, CD 
player and slide projector. 

“I don’t use the computer func- 
tions at all,” said Sterling, a 32 -year- 
old Web designer. “I just want to 
use the remote control and click 
through my music.” 

Sterling’s habits are part of a 
trend computer makers hope to 
exploit with PCs that look and act 
more like living room entertainment 
devices than office tools. Less than 
a year after Microsoft Corp. and a 
handful of computer makers rolled 
out the first Media Center PCs, com- 
puters that blur the line with tra- 
ditional consumer electronics are 
poised for wider distribution as 
Microsoft updates the software 
and more PC manufacturers see a 
market for all-in-one devices. 

Last week, Microsoft introduced 
the second generation of its Media 
Center operating system, a special- 
ized version of Windows that makes 
it easier to watch and record TV and 
play music through a PC. And by the 
end of the year, PC giant Dell Inc. 
is expected to start selling PCs that 
run the Media Center software. 

As the PC industry continues to 
slog through a sales slump, manu- 
facturers are eager to entice custom- 
ers with new reasons to upgrade. 
Falling component prices make PCs 
with DVD burners and TV tuners 
less expensive. And the popularity 
of digital entertainment has made 
people more willing to play music 
and movies on their PCs. 

Only a few hundred thousand 
media-based PCs have been sold 
in the last year. But some analysts 
predict that entertainment- oriented 
computers could become the domi- 
nant format for consumer PCs with- 
in two years, particularly if prices 
drop below $1,000.

Microsoft’s new software incor- 
porates an FM tuner and the ability 
to zoom in on the screen of a televi- 
sion broadcast. It can be accessed 
via remote control, making the expe- 
rience more like watching TV than 
using a computer. The Media Center 
PC can function as the center of a 
home entertainment system, play- 
ing DVDs, CDs and digital music 
through a TV or stereo. 


Plugging a PC into an enter- 
tainment system is easy. Tougher 
to overcome has been the percep- 
tion of “a computer with all those 
wires not being a living room 
product,” said Gartner Research 
analyst Michael Silver.

If I pay $15 for a music CD, at what 
point do I own it? If all I’m getting 
is a rental agreement for my CDs, 
then I want out. 

You do indeed rent the content 
contained on whatever media vehi- 
cle (CD, book, whatever) you pur- 
chase. But this has been the case 
since long before the emergence of 
digital media. If you buy “Catcher in 
the Rye,” you don’t own Salinger’s 
story; you just own a physical medi- 
um for the ideas. 

Why has the recording indus- 
try spent so much time fighting 
file sharing without (at least pub- 
licly) looking at the prospect of 
using successfully proven sales/ 
distribution methods like iTunes? 

This is an excellent question, and 
I wish I had a better answer. The 
conspiracy theory for some time 


has been that the music industry 
is just trying to stall until it can get 
hold of the distribution channels 
and get a bigger slice of the result- 
ing pie. I don’t doubt that there is 
some truth to this. It’s only natural 
that a company undergoing a tech- 
nological cataclysm would attempt 
to get the best deal it can under the 
new paradigm. 

With file sharing, music lovers can 
obtain just those songs they truly 
want, without buying an entire CD. 
What the music industry is doing 
is tantamount to the meat indus- 
try saying, if you want a flank steak 
you’ve got to buy the whole cow! 

Another great point. The indus- 
try markets its products through 
the single. But it stopped offering 
the product it markets years ago. 
Imagine if the beverage industry 
relentlessly marketed the single 
can/bottle of Coke/Sprite, but only 
allowed people to purchase the 12- 
pack. The challenge now facing the 
industry is to bring back a viable 
form of the single, whether that’s 
through downloads on the artist’s 
site or iTunes. And worth noting: LP 
interest does live on, as iTunes statss 
can tell you. Lots of people want to 
buy the entire Norah Jones album, 
not just “Don’t Know Why.” 


On the Slow Bus 



PERIPHERALS I The Universal 
Serial Bus, or USB, has emerged 
as a standard for all the cables 
and software drivers that con- 
nect computers with anything 
digital. But products that flaunt 
the latest version, USB 2.0, 
aren’t necessarily as speedy 
as consumers might expect. 
USB 2.0, a successor 
to the popular USB 1.1 
standard, is now being 
built into almost all 
new personal com- 
puters. It offers 
greater bandwidth 
and a data transfer 
rate of up to 480 
megabits per sec- 
ond — 40 times 
faster than the 12 
Mbps maximum of USB 1.1. That 
improved performance is behind 
much of the USB 2.0 hype now 
found in retail stores. 

But USB 2.0 doesn’t always mean 


“40x faster.” The creators of USB 2.0 
made it fully backward compatible 
so it would work with the gadgets 
people already own. That’s why USB 
2.0 actually encompasses three 
speeds: the original USB speed of 
1.5 Mbps, aka “low-speed USB”; 
12 Mbps, aka “full-speed USB” or 
USB 1.1; and 480 Mbps, aka “hi- 
speed USB.” 

Some are using the USB 2.0 
label for products that don’t nec- 
essarily support its fastest data 
transfer rates. In addition, your 
computer needs to have a USB 2.0 
port to take advantage of the faster 
data transmission. Many comput- 
ers built before 2002 have USB 1.1 
ports, limiting them to 12 Mbps.
